New York, July 19.—At precisely tweive | 
o'clock, Washington reckoning, several hun- 
dred operators in the Western Union tiele- 
graph room stopped work, and started for the 
halls. Superintendent Humtone, who was 
present, said the number to leave was about 
what had been expected from the reports 
made to thé company. Inthe operating room 
these were stationed several: policemen, and 
these, together with the oflicials who were 
present, asked the strikers to move out as 
rapidly as possible, and to leave the 
building. The operators who were faithful 
tothe company. and remainedat their key, did 
very little work at first, and were interested 
Long lines of operators were 
svon filing down the stairs. Various emo- 
tions were depicted on their faces. The ma- 
jority were hilarious, but there were not 
wanting those whose features bore the trace 
of uncertainty and fear for the future. Many 
were thoughtful, and evidently appreciated 
that the strike might mean long weeks of 
The general 
feeling was one of confidence, however, and 
the determination to win was the watchword. 

GREETED ON THE STREETS, 

As soon as the advance guard of the strikers 
reached the basement hundreds of curious 
peopie, who were there and in thestreet about 
the building, sent. upabrief shout, thus 
spreading the news. Ina few minutes more 
ike builetin boards posted the fasts, and the 
long conte: plated and mich talked of strike 
had began, and was fully khown at all the 
news centers. That it bad been largely dis- 
counted in the gossip of the past week did not 
prevent its being received as a sensation, At 
the general offices of the cofmpany there was 
unusual activity and bustle, but no excite- 
ment, the officials being fully prepared for 
the strike and informed ot its extent. It was

HOW THE STRIKE WAS ORDERED. 

The striking operators were in session this 
afternoon, but the meeting Was a secret one. 
This afternoon there were about 175 operators 
employed ‘in the Western Union building, 
and if was learned that only about 
two-thirds of the regular force had struck, 
As fast as operators applied for positions they 


were put at work, and tbe enrpty desks 
are slowly filling up. All the men 
bers ot the executive committee 
of the. brotherhood, except Jobo 
Campbell, have left for their homes. He wiu 
remain to answer any communications. He 
said this evening that instructions 


were sent out by the committee to the men 
all over the country and Canada that unless 
a countermanding order was given, mean- 
while there should be a general suspension of 
business at noon to-day, Washington time. 


At 9:30 the last appeal Was 
sent to General Eckert, in 
the hope that at the Jast 


moment he might accede to the demands of 
the operators, but as no reply was received it 
was decided to let. matters take their course. 
The instructions were not countermanded, 
and at noon.the operators in twenty cities in 
the United States and Canada struck. The 
Operators of the Western Union, Mutual 
Union, American Rapid, the Baltimore and 
Ohio, the Great Nortnwestern ot Canada, 
and the Mutual Union. of Canada, 
joined in the strike, also the 
linemen of the telegraph, telephone and elec- 
tric light companies. The brotherhood num- 
bers about 7,000 men and 1,000 women. Mr. 
Campbell stated that the strikers are plenti- 
fully supplied with funds, «s the brotherhood 
bas a large striking fund, and is also an as- 
sembly of Knights of Labor, and application 
was made several days ago to the central 
committee of that organization for aid, which 
was promised them. Comnimunications had also 
been received from several of the largest labor 
unions inthe country, including the amal- 
gaumated. order of iron and steel workers of 
Pennsylvania, offering substantial assistance 
in case itshould be needed. Mr. Campbell 
thought many of the operators would succeed 


in getting situations. In regard to the 
prospect of the companies S€- 
curing men, he stated their only 


resource would be in employing a few third- 
rate operators from the couatry, and that no 
good men were left who were out of employ- 
ment. Jt would be impossible to employ stu- 
dents, especially in the matter of press news, 
where great accuracy is required. He said 
English operators were in sy:mpathy with the 
movenient, and had sent word that nene of 
them would come here as reported.

A LETTER TO GENERAL ECKERT. 

The executive commitiee of the Telegraph- 


General Eckert. itsaid: “On Monday, the 
16th instant, a committee of telegraph opera- 
tors submitted to your consideration a peti- 
tition entrusted to them for presentation to 
you by the brothernood of telegraphers. 
You expressed your doubts as to the author- 
ity of that committee to speak of the employ- 


to that petition. Your letter to RK. C. Clowery, 
general superintendent, discloses to the public 
the fact that you were informed for the 
mature of . your employes’ grievances 
before they were presented. -Under ordinary 
circumstauces it would require but a short 
‘time to arrive at a conclusion as to what steps 
you would take, but knowing, as w2 did, that 
this matter had been thoroughly discussed 
long before we waited on you, il was not un- 
reasonable to expect an early reply. Itisdue to 
the interests you represent, to our organization, 
and particularly tothe general public tnat 
these matters be speedily adjusted, and 
that the responsibility of any fucure action 
may rest where it properly belongs. It is with 
an earnest desire fur a harmonious settlement 
of these. difficulties, and a regard for the so- 
cial and business interests of the people that 
we send this last appeal fora recognition of 
the rights and a redress of the grievances of 
your employes. | 
ACTION OF THE AUTHORITIES. 

No reply was received to the address, and 
the committee which met this morning at 
11:30 o'clock took no action upon it. There 
were present at the meeting ex-Governor Cor- 
nell, John E. Terry and J. W. Clendennin. 
Jay Gould was also present, though not a 
member of the committee. It was decided 
only to bold apreliminary meeting this morn- 
ing and after a sbort session an adjournment 
was had. Nothing was done except to issue 
directions to all the heads of departments 
and chiefs in the employ of the company to 
notify the operators under their charge to 
present their grievances, If they had any, to 
the committee, .and that such action would 
be taken aS might be thought proper. The 
committee expected to meetagain to-morrow, 
but the summary action on the part of the 
employes of the company may possibly lead 
them to make some change in their plans. 
‘The operators in the employ of the American 
Rapid company left work at the same ‘hour 
that those in the Western Union building 
struck. It is said thatonly half a dozen men 
remained inthe office. Tne strike occurred 
in Chicago three minutes beiore thatin this 
city. 

Ap actual count of the operators showed 
156 at work in the main office at 1:30 p.m, 
Of these quite a number were girls, and some 
were employes who had not tor some time 
served at the wires. A few inquiries address- 
ed to these wen, whoremained, elicited the 
fact that many of them had been in the last 
strike and did not care to hazard the chances 
in another. They were for the most part 
the older grade of operators. The 
messengers and girls remained, and were 
flitting about as usual, none having left. oa 
large majority of the Wheatstone operators 
remained, Out of 110 iadies employed, Man- 
ager Dealy estimated that only about 20 had 
left their places. One of the officers of the 
company, who has most feared the results of 
the strike, said: ‘‘We shail have a hard time, 
‘but we shall get through. So far it is much 
better than | anticipated.”’ 

: GENERAL ORDERS ISSUED 

The following general order was issued 
from the executive office of the Western 
Union: “R.C. Clowry, G. W. Traboe, C. A. 
Tinker, general, superintendents: ‘'Please 
instruct all oilices by teiegraph as follows: 

Until otherwise instructed all offices wiil be 
careful in receiving messages ior transnils- 
sion to notify the senders that the same can 
be taken only subject to delay and to mail- 
ing en route, if necessary to complete 
transmission to the points of address. 
All such messages taken for transmission 


shall have written on the face of the same, | 


overthe signature of the sender, the words 
“accepted, subject to mailing or other delay.”’

In the main office of the West- 
ern Union, the operators left in a body, leav- 
ing only six, all of whom are oflicers, in the 
room. In the main office of the Baltimore 
and Ohio company thirty odd left, one only 
remaining, @ youth from the American Ruap- 
id, who left, leaving a few female operators. 

At the main office of the Western Union 
company, eleyen of the day force left at 
11:30. There were twelve operators at work 


of opinion that he can call in a sufficient 
number, probably twenty-eight in ali, to 
handle all the messages coming in. In the 
Baltimore and Onio office there are eight 
operators at work. and their lines are kept 
open at points along the line of the Baltimore 
and Ohio. ‘The operators are receiving rail- 
road matter but refusing commercial busi- 
ness. When the strike took place at the corn 
and flourexchange, business was immediately 
suspended, and as the men waiked from the 
instruments of the Western Union and Balti- 
more and Ohio offices, there was an open 
manifestation of sympathy from the mem- 
bers of the exchange. 

MNCINNATI, July 19.—At the main office of 
the Baltimore and Ohio company, every op- 
erator went out, and business was wholiy 
suspended. The same thing happended at 
the main office of the Mutual Union compa- 
On ‘change no messages were received

orsent by either three of the companies hay- 
ing offices there. At the Western 
Union oftice a guard was’ immediately 


placed to prevent outsiders from entering the 
Operating room—all the eperators about the 
oflice were sent toduty up stairs. Notice had 
previously been given to ail the operators not 
members of the brothernood to come in-case 
ofastrike. A numoerof responses have been 
made already, and a force of over thirty op- 
erators was soon on duty. Superintendent 
Miller.says this is the only office in his dis- 
trict sfriousiy crippled; that but one operator 
struck at Columbus, while Dayton, Spring- 
fieldand other points nave a fuli working 
force. 

Boston, July 19.—All the operators here 
but two have struck, 

The working torce of the Western Union 
telegraph office in this city now consists of 
about thirty operators, comprising Officials, 
clerks, office boys who have been impressed 
into service, and two operators who did not 
join the strikers. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 19.—The telegraph op- 
erators, employed by the Western Union 
company here, went out on a strike at twelve 
o'clock. 

PirtsspurkG, July 19.—The _ telegraphers’ 
strike was inaugurated at 11:47 this morning. 
At that hour, at agiven signal, every member 
of the brotherhood quit work, and coming 
out of the several! oflices formed a procession 
and marched to the headquarters, where a 
meeting was held. A canvas of the offices a 
few minutes later found fifteen men at work 
in the Western Union,three in the Baltimore 
and Ohio, one in the American Rapid, and 
none in the Mutual Union. ‘The number of 
men who came out is as follows: Western 
Union 67, American Rapid 16, Baltimore and 
Obio 7, Mutual Union 4.

WasHineton, July 19.—At Augusta, Georgia,

the key. At Philadelphia, out of a day force 
of one hundred and twenty, about one bun- 
dred, including two ladies, struck in Western 
Union office; ten men and two ladies struck 
at the American Rapid office, leaving no one 
on duty butthe manager, and at the Balti- 
more and Ohio office eight out of ten opera- 
tors struck, At Cleveland, Olio, five, Western 
Union operators remained at their posts when 
the remainder struck. The American Rapid, 
is ciosed. 

At Indianapolis two-thirds of the Western 
Union operators struck, leaving nineteen men 
on duty. At Buffalo nearly ail the men of 
the Western Union, the American Rapid, 
and the Mutual Union offices struck, but the 
Western Union had secured twenty-eight 
mesa by 3 o’clock. At Richmond nine out of 
twelve Western Union men struck. Since 
then one operator has been engaged, and at 
Lynchburg four ont of seven struck. J. B.: 
Tree, superintendent of the first southern dis- 
trict, says the strike is very general in_ his 
district. Tue offices in the principal towns 
are open, but with greatly reduced forces.

A Well Iafermed Operator fells the Story of the 
Sirlke. 


WASHINGTON,, July 19.—A telegraph opera- 
tor, who annouuces himself as one of the ofti- 
cers of the iocal organization of the Tele- 
graphers’ Brotherhood, and authorized to 
speak officially, communicates the following 
information to the associated press: The ru- 
mor which was spread abroad soon after the 
strike began, thata false announcement of 
the death of General Grant 
was the signal for the operators 
to strike, isuntrue. The order to strike was 
prepared last night. At the sare time the 
letter to General Ecker: was drawn up. It 
was communicated to the brotherhood before 
seven o'clock this morning by means of an 
ordinary cipher, a simple transposition of 
words. The executive committee of the 
brotherhood have not’ the autocratic 
authority that has been attributed 
to them. They have been act- 
ing within instructions which 
were formulated by the convention which 
was held some months ago in a western city. 
The only discretion to be exercised by them 
previous tothe inauguration of the strike was 
in the matter of the date on which the bill of 
grievances should be presented to the com- 
panies, and this discretion was limited to the 
time between June 15th and August 
15th. Tne paper would have beén presented 
on the loth instant, but for the reason that 
that day was Sunday. The following day, 
Monday, the 16th instant, was accordingly 
selected. It was partof the instructions of 
the executive committee that in case the de- 
mands of the Brotherhood were not con- 
ceded within 48 hours after the presentation 
of the bill of grievances, the strike should 
follow. It was contemplated that a notification 
to this effect shotild accompany the docu- 
ments, but the committee were more conser- 
vative than their instructions, and no_ threat 
nor limitation of time fora reply accompan- 
iedthe presentation. After the strike should 
begin, however, the entire management of it 
was vested iu the executive committee. They 
haye power to order its discontinuance if 
they deem it advisable, and such 
order will be obeyed. Nothing 
else will end the strike except the disintegra- 
tion of the brotherhood. When the execu- 
tive committee of the brotherhood under 
stood from their reception by General Eck- 
ert, and the publicationof his letter to Su 
perintendent Cilowry, what the policy of tbe 
Western Union company would be, they pre- 
pared the order for the strike. The present 
action of the operators has been discussed in 
their local lodges since last October. Each 
delegate tothe convention at which definite 
action was agreed upon, took from his local 
organization a complete bili of grievances. 
bills tie ‘convention 
selected the points of the greatest interest to 
the fraternity at large, and prepared the doc- 
uments presented by the executive committee 


on Monday. After the paper had been 
agreed upon by the convention, it was sub 
mitted tu the local organiz i- 
tions and by . them unanimously 
ratitied. Tae same operator says that there 


was no unanimity of sentiment among the 
telegraphers in favor of striking until after 
the publication of the recent order of the 
Western Union company regulating the 
hours of labor. This order was construed by 
the men as tending so greasly to their disad-

Colonel Polk—I know that as well as you 
do, and I promise you this book shail not be 
under this roof fifteen minutes. 

Swain says he then left Mr. Polk’s residence 
without anything further being said between 
himself and Mr. lolk. He says that he re- 
ceived one hundred and seventy-five dollars 
the next morning, but who gave it to him and 
when and where he received it he positively 
refuses lo divuige.

POOR SALLIi£ BINNS. 


Death of the Moat Successful Opponent of the Hubbel 
Assessment Business. 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Word reaches here 
from Philadelphia that the historie ‘‘Sallie 
Binns’ is no more. Of course everybody re- 
inem bers Sallie—at least everybody familiar 
with political history. Only ashort year ago 
she was the subjectof much newspaper at- 
tention. Hername was sent to Hubbe!! as 
one of the government employes in the Phil- 
adeipaia postofiice, and he sent her a polite 
note saying thata contribution of not less 


than $974 from her to aid inthe election 
would be gratefully received. To 
Hubbell’s horror it came out a_ few 


days later that ‘Sallie Binns’’ was a cat, and 
that he had been made the victim of a huge 
practical joke. Sallie, however, became his- 
toric from that moment, and it now becomes 
tie painful duty of the chronicler of political 
events to record her demise. For several 
days the 3380 letter carriers in Philadelphia 
had observed a peculiar taste in the water 
from the large cooler in the postoftice, from 
which they ‘lubricate’ after returning 
from a long and hot tramp. Several of 
them fell sick apparently from this 
cause, and finally the pustmaster ordered an 
investigation. It was short and pointed, and 
resulted in the finding of the corpus of poor 
Sallie Binns in the cooler. Happily the 
presence of quantities of ice had delayed the 
process by which nature obliterates, and 
identification was complete. The regret 
among the post office employes was univer- 
sal, especially so among the _ carriers. 
Whether she had accidentally fallen in 
when the lid was off awaiting the morn- 
ing supply of ice, or had deliberately 
committed suicide in view of the threatened 
change of adminisiration in 1854, is not 
known. Sallie was one of nine cats kept in 
the Philadelphia office to keep away the pes- 
tiferous rats and mice which prove so trouble- 
some among themails. All well regulated 
postoftices of the first class now keep cats and 
send in bills every month for their suste- 
nance. ‘The item of ‘'cat meat’’ is regularly 
a part of the miscellaneous expenses of the 
postoffice department. 


THE ANGRY BLACKS. 
The Carolina Negrocs Condemna Both State and Na- 
tional Government. 

CoLuMBIA. July 19.—At the evening session 
of the state colored convention, the commit- 
tee onthe penitentiary reported that the 
governor said be intended to have cruelty to 
convicts stopped. The committee on educa- 
tiog reported that the superintendent of ed- 
ucation heartily sympathized with the move- 
ment to educate the negroes and would 
Lattend the national colored convention at 
Louisville to urge that body to recommend 
te cougress a bill giving national aid to 
schools. An address was adopted denouncing 
‘the republican party for its course 
toward the colored race during 
toe last six years, and for conferring every 
oftice of honer and trust upon white men;

SWEEPING HUNDREDS AWAY DAI- 
LY BY D&ATH. 


The Appserance of a Case of Cholsra at Trieste—Pre- 
cautions In Eogiand Against its Introduc'ion— 
A Spanish Grant tor Sanitetion—The In. 
crease of Death—Foreign Notes. 


Lonpon, July 19.—A credit of 100,000 
pesetas asked by the Spanish government to 
defray the cost of adopting all possible 
measures to prevent the introduction of 
cholera in Spain was unanimously granted by 
the cortes to-day. King Alfonso has informed 
the cabinet that he will start for Germany on 
September first. Cholera has ceased ai Port 
Said. The number of deaths at Cairo yester- 
day from cholera, was sixty-eight. There 
were also during the same time twenty-one 


deaths from cholera at Damietta, 
thirty-two at Mansurab, twenty- 
four at Samanoud, thirty at 
Ghizeh and twenty-two at Chebin. It is 


rumored vhat a case of cholera has appeared 
in Trieste, Austria. Much doubt is, however, 
expressed as to the truth of the story. The 
local government board have issued a mem- 


orandum enjoining measures of precau- 
tion against the introduction of 
cholera into the cities and towns of 


Great Britain. A dispatch tothe Central 
News from Alexandria states that the panic 
in that city over the appearance of cholera is 
increasing. Business is entirely suspended. 
fhe Egyptian government has accepted an 
offer of England to send twelve doctors to 


the infected districts. The wooden 
huts where the cholera originated 
have been burned. A dispatch 


from Cairo says the correctness of the reports 
about the spread of the cholera is}sbown by 
the fact that twelve deaths have occurred ina 
single quarter of that city within balf an 
hour yesterday. The police strive to 
conceal the state of affairs, even ar- 
resting the wailing women - on the 
Streets. Trains tor Alexandria have been 
discontinued. Great discontent exists in Da- 
manhour because of the futility of the meas- 
ures taken to prevent the disease reaching 
that point, and as it is known that several 
cases have occurred at Alexandria.
